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M-93 Closed 
After Tanker 
‘Flopped Over’ 


M-93 (Hartwick Pines Road) was closed 
between Wilcox Bridge Road and River 
Park Drive for nearly six hours on Thur- 
sday. January 31, when a tanker truck over- 
turned. 

A sheriff department spokesman said the 
tanker, owned by the Liquid Transport 
Company, ‘‘flopped over’’ when the driver, 
attempting to pull off the road onto the 
shoulder pulled off too far. 

The tanker was carrying a full load of 
quid crude oil. None of the contents were 
spilled. 

The crude oi! was pumped from the over- 
turned truck into an empty one and a crane 
from Kalkaska Construction Company put 
the tanker back on its wheels. 

In addition to the sheriff deputies the 
following support agencies were on the 
scene to monitor the situation: Environ- 
mental Quality Analysts from the Depar- 
tment of Natural Resources, Grayling City 
and Township Fire Department, Motor 
Carrier Officers from the Michigan State 
Police and conservation officers. 

Crawford County Road Commission per- 
sonnel assisted in the closure of M-93.

Warrants Issued 
For B&E Suspects 


Deputies from the Crawford County 
Sheriff Department investigated a 
suspicious situation at a cabin on Bald Hill 
Road last Thursday, January 31, after the 
owners reported that the cabin was being 
occupied without their permission. 

When the deputies arrived at the cabin 
they found two men, 21 and 20 years of age 
from Utica and an array of possibly stolen 
property (vcr’s, tv’s etc.). The deputies 
checked out the property, but they could not 
confirm that it was stolen and asked the 
subjects to leave as per the cabin owner's 
request. 

About an hour after the suspects were 
released, the Gaylord Police Department 
reported that several Gaylord businesses 
had been broken into including ShowBiz 
Video in downtown Gaylord. The property 
that was found at the cabin was suspected to 
be from the ShowBiz Video robbery and 
warrants were issued against the two men. 

The Crawford County Sheriff Department 
expects that the two men will be picked up 
on the warrants soon. The Gaylord Police 
Department suspect that the two men may 
have been involved in as many as five dif- 
ferent breakings and enterings in the 
Gaylord area, 

The names of the suspects and cabin 
owner are being withheld at this time.

When the Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR) submitted its Michigan Sites of En- 
vironmental Contamination Proposed Priority 
List (Act 307) to the legislature in November, 
1989, for fiscal year 1991, 17 of the more than 2,500 
contamination sites listed were located in 
Crawford County. 

Three of the sites were listed on the state’s 
highest priority category, 11 were listed as the 
group two sites that are considered less 
significant, and three were placed on the 
Priority Two list as identified sites where 
response activities have begun or are about to 
begin. 

Fourteen of the contamination § sites in 
Crawford County involve the storage and han- 
dling of gasoline and heating oil products. Eight 
of the fourteen were caused by leaking un- 
derground storage tanks and underground fill 
pipelines. 

Leaking underground storage tanks have been 
associated with so many pollution problems that 
John Alford, Environmental Quality Analyst 
with the DNR, working out of the Environmental 
Response Division, District Headquarters in 
Roscommon, said the state of Michigan is 
removing all underground tanks located on state 
property that are not considered absolutely 
necessary. 

The three sites with the highest priority in- 
clude one near a gas station in Frederic Town- 
ship and two residential welis, one on Barbara 
Street in Grayling Township and one in South 
Branch Township. 


PRIORITY LIST ONE 
GROUP ONE SITES 
Frederic Site 

The Frederic site involves a ground water and 
soil contamination that may have resulted from 
a leaking underground storage tank at the old 
Leng’s gas station and garage, located on the 
east side of Old 27, north of County Road 612. The 
contamination, which involves benzene, toluene, 
ethylbenzene and xylene (BTEX), was 
discovered when a nearby well became polluted. 

Allen Leng told DNR personnel that he 
discovered the leaking tank about a week after 
he purchased the station. He said he had filled 
the tank, but after about one week he realized 
that he was losing gas. He estimated the loss at 
200 gallons. Leng said he had the tank removed 
the same week as thedeak was discovered. 


'] didn't own the place when the leak was 
discovered,’ he said. ‘‘I was renting. The tank 
could have been leaking for years before 1 came 
here,”’ 

Leng said the gas station garage was built 
around 1947 and that it has had several owners. 

‘Now I'm waiting for the DNR to tell me what 
they are going to do next,"' Leng said. ‘'In the 
meanwhile I will not sell the business. That 
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Frigid temperatures that kept 
many people Indoors Saturday did 
not dampen the enthusiasm of the 
seventeen hearty individuals who 
took part in the Winter Carnival’s 
annual Polar Bear Plunge by jum- 
ping through the ice into the 
AuSable River. 

Spectators crowded on both sides 
of the river and on the city park 
bridge and watch in amazement as 
Pete Kocefas once again took the 
first plunge and broke the ice for 
the others who one by one slipped 
under the icy waters of the 
AuSable. 

Techniques were as different as 
the people participating. This 
year’s polar bear population con- 
sisted of several teenagers, men 
and a couple of women including 
the Chamber of Commerce's new 
director, Deborah Allen. Some 
dove into the river head first, 
others took the more timid ap- 
proach of slowly descending off the 
slab of ice into the water. In order 
to boast of '‘taking the plunge’’ the 
individuals had to completely sub- 
merge beneath the water. Warm 
blankets waited for the polar bears 
as they emerged from the water 
and they were whisked away to 
warm Cars. 

‘Swimming in the cold water of 
the AuSable in the summer is only 
for the brave. I can’t imagine what 
it must feel like today,’’ said one 
spectator watching the spectacle.

would not be fair to the new owner.’” He said the 
DNR and his insurance company would have to 
work out the financial end of the problem. 


Alford said it took about 14 years for the 
gasoline to travel from the site of the release to 
the Otto Mehihorn well on Johnson Avenue (1972- 
1984) and it is continuing to travel towards the 
AuSable River, 

The DNR has installed 16 wells in the area to 
track the plume to determine its exact size. 
When the exact length, width and depth of the 
plume has been determined, a consultant will be 
hired to design a system to purge the con- 
taminants from the water and disburse the 
treated water, probably back into the ground 
water. Alford said the edges of the plume have 
been found and it was fairly narrow, but they 
have still not found the plume's end. 

Leaking Underground Storage Tank (LUST) 
funds are being used to finance the ongoing in- 
vestigation because Alford said the owner is 
claiming he is unable to pay the clean-up costs 
that can easily run into the hundreds of thousan- 
ds of dollars. 

“The LUST program is a federal program 
which provides money to states to address 
problems associated with leaking underground 
storage tanks,’’ explained Alford. ‘States can 
use LUST funds to remove underground storage 
tanks, do investigations of sites and implement 
clean-up at sites where underground storage 
tanks were the source and the responsible party 
won't do it. 

Part of the program requires that when we are 
finished spending LUST money,’ continued 
Alford, ‘‘that the state’s attorney general get 
back and review the case and make a decision on 
cost recovery.’ He said this review is to deter- 
mine whether the responsible party has the 
money to merit pursuing recovery procedures. 

Once the clean-up process is completed at the 
Frederic site Alford said the DNR will refer the 
case to the attorney general's ofrice. 


Barbara St. Site 

The Barbara Street site involved the con- 
tamination of a well at the Tom and Elaine 
Siwula residence in the Clough Subdivision. To 
date, the DNR and the public health department 
has been unable to pinpoint the source of the con- 
tamination. 

The contamination was discovered when 
Elaine’s brother, a conservation officer from the 
Jackson area, was visiling and thought the water 
tasted and smelled bad. He notified the 
Roscommon DNR Headquarters. 

Samples of the water, collected by the health 
department were found to contain BTEX, ll 
chemical components of gasoline. The Siwula’s 
well was made deeper with funds from Act 307. 

Because gasoline is lighter than water, Alford 
said Siwula’s well was made deeper to draw

from the clean water beneath the contaminants, 

The health department sampled the wells from 
homes around the Siwula well and found no other 
contamination. Alford said the surrounding: 
wells must all be deep enough to draw clean 
water or the plume 1s so small that it has not 
moved to the next well yet. 

The DNR has not been able to find any un- 
derground storage tanks in the area and there 
are no nearby gas stations. Alford said the con. 
tamination could have come from a gasoline spill 
in the area that occurred years ago that was 
never reported. 

‘The source may never be known,”’ he said. 

For the time being, the DNR does not plan on 
launching a full scale investigation, but Alford 
said he suspects it will come to that in the future. 

It's only one well that is contaminated,” he 
said. ''The well has been replaced and there isn't 
any other eminent danger that we're aware 
of.”' 


M-18 Site 

The South Branch Township site on M-18 was 
also discovered when the well at a hunting cabin 
was found to be contaminated with high levels of 
dichlorethane, benzene, toluene and ethylene 
bibromide. 

Alford said the DNR has not determined the 
exact source of contamination or whether the 
polluting is still ongoing. He said the owners of a 
nearby party store, The Whistle Stop have been 
requested to do an investigation to discern 
whether the contamination is coming from their 
underground gasoline storage tanks, but that the 
owners have refused, claiming lack ot funds. 

“Everything they (DNR) have asked us to do 
we have done,” said Jo Devaull, co-owner of the 
Whistle Stop with her husband, Scott, 

Devault said they paid to have John Hartman 
excavate under their tanks and soil samples 
showed no contamination. She said surrounding 
wells were tested including the well on the party 
store property and they were all free of con. 
tamination. She said Scott signed a paper giving 
the DNR permission to do whatever they need to 
investigate the probiem. The Devaults also paid 
nearly $400 to an independent state certified 
labratory to test the monitoring wells. The 
results of this testing differed from the results 
received from the DNR. 

‘T do not call that being uncooperative.” she 
said. 

Devault said the store has been a landmark in 
South Branch Township for nearly 42 years, 
Whatever the problem is, she said, it was here 
when they purchased the business seven years 
ago; possibly from an old underground tank 
buried somewhere on the land, location 
unknown, 

The DNR has been in various stages of in- 
vestigating the contamination for four or five 


years,

And now the same old tactic, and 
innocence, with the New York Jets.

Underground Contamination

In the meanwhile, Act 307 funds were used to 
replace the contaminated well and LUST money 
ee used to finance the investigation of the 
site. 

Five wells have been drilled, which have re- 
enforced the DNR's concerns that the con- 
tamination seems to be coming from the party 
store property. The DNR is now seeking more 
funds to design a system that can be implemen- 


ted to pump the ground water out, treat it and 
discharge it. 


PRIORITY LIST ONE 
GROUP TWO SITES 
Camp Grayling Sites 

About 10,000 galions of diesel fuel was leaked 
at Camp Grayling’s old MATES site located ad- 
jacent to the McNamara Airport. 

Alford said the fill point for the old MATES’ 
tanks was across the service road from the tanks 
and the leaking occurred from a break in the 
pipeline that ran under the road. 

Camp Grayling !s now operating an ongoing 
bio-remediation system that involves injecting 
nutrients (lawn fertilizer) into the ground water. 
According to Alford these nutrients then create 
organic matter that actually consume (break- 
down and eat) the organic components of the 
diesel fuel. 

“These are called bugs,” said Alford, ‘‘they 
are not really bugs, but that is what they are 
referred to as. 

‘‘Based on data, it’s working,”’ he said. 

The consultant working on the project has 
estimated the clean-up procedure will take about 
two years and the two years are up this fall. 
Alford said he estimates that it could take 
another five years or longer to clean the ground 
water; although he said the questions ‘how 
long’’ and ‘‘what will it cost’’ are nearly im- 
possible to answer. 

“Tt is like looking into a crystal ball,’’ he said. 
‘It all depends on the volume of the release.”’ 

He said that initially Camp Grayling was using 
the pump and purge method of removing the 
fuel, but that proved too costly and officials 
believed it would take too long to complete so 
they switched to the bio-remediation system. 

Alford said the MATES site should be tran- 


sferred from the Priority List One category to - 


Priority List Two identifying it as a site where 
response activities have begun. 

Other known contamination sites on Camp 
Grayling properties include heating oil (listed as 
domestic contamination) spills from above 
ground tanks at buildings 1176, 104A and 616B. 

At building 1176, five monitoring wells have 
been installed and based on the wells, Alford said 
it appears that when the military removed the 
contaminated soil, they rernoved all the heating 
oil, too. He said the well nearest the con- 
tamination site showed four parts per billion, 
which is considered quite low. 

The DNR has requested that the Departmen 
of Military Affairs (DMA) continue to monitor 
the area and if it continues to show no further 


signs of contamination, the DNR will consider — 


removing the site from the state’s contamination 
list. 

The DMA removed some contaminated soil 
around the spill at building 104A, but samples 
from a monitoring well have detected additional 
contamination in the ground water and the 
military is in the process of putting in a system 
to treat the plume. 

Alford said the contamination at Camp 
Grayling’s building 616B is similar to building 
104A. Contaminants detected include toluene, 
ethylbenzene, xylene and isomers. 

Cedar St. Site 

Little is known about the extent of the con- 
tamination problem at the Bill’s Standard Ser- 
vice site on Cedar Street where the Marathon 
Gas Station is now located except that con- 
tamination exists. Alford said the site was on the 
DNR list of ‘‘things to do’’ and would be in- 
vestigated in the near future. ;

- The Grayling DNR Field Office contamination 
was found in 1987 when the state hired a contrac- 
tor to remove the underground gasoline tank and 
discovered it had been leaking. 
Twenty monitoring wells have been drilled and

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the DNR has identified the plume, designed the 
system to clean the water and are in the process 
of developing plans and specs for a bid package 
so that it can be bid out and the clean-up system 
can be installed and implemented this spring by 
a private contractor. 

Alford said it will cost the state of Michigan 
about $235,000 to implement and operate the 
clean-up system for the first year. 

‘‘And that does not include our other costs such 
as designing and personnel costs,’’ he said. 

Once the system is working it will cost about 
$35,000 per year to operate it. Clean-up time is 
estimated at five years. 

James St. Site 

The Imperial Gas Station on James Street 
became contaminated when a customer either 
hit a pump or pulled away with the hose still in 
the gas tank causing the spill. Alford said the 
plume is not very large, but there is some con- 
tamination underneath the gas station area. 

The owners have submitted a plan to the DNR 
to essentially blow air into the soil and then as 
the air comes up through a well it will bring with 
it all the fumes and eventually it will evaporate 
all the contaminates in the soil. 

Alford said the DNR did not approve this 
design because he said it was not considered 
complete enough. He said four wells have been 
installed to search for the plume’s size, but he 
estimated that another two or three wells are 
needed. 

Knowing the width, length and depth of a 
plume tells the expert where to place the 
recovery wells and how fast to pump the water. 

“Tf we pump too slowly,’’ said Alford, ‘‘we're 
not going to get it all and if we pump too fast, we 
might pump clean water and the contaminated 
water will move on.”’ 

He said that the depth of most concentrated 
contamination is usually measured in inches 
lying on the top of the aquafer; however, some of 
that pure product will eventually dissolve and 
portions of it will intermix with the ground water 
and dissolved components may go as far as ten 
feet or more down into the aquafer. 

All contamination does not stay as a mass on 
the top of the water and thus the necessity for 
multiple wells. 

‘A well next to the source is more likely to 
show pure product,’’ explained Alford. ‘The fur- 
ther away we get the more diluted the con- 
tamination is.’’ 

Alford said the Imperial Gas Station was also 
on the DNR’s ‘‘to do Hst’’, but is higher on the 
district’s priority than Bill’s Standard Service. 

Frederic Twp. Site 

The Shell Oil Company site in Frederic Town- 
ship appeared on the state’s priority list when it 
was first assembled. Alford said some type of 
contamination had occurred, possibly a brine 
loss, but he said he did not have an updated file 
on the site. 

Old 27 North Site. 

The contamination at Arrow Uniform Rental, 
formally Cadillac Overall, was discovered 
during an environmental impact assessment 
performed by a prospective buyer. The release 
came from a leaking underground storage tank. 

Arrow removed the tank in June, 1989. 

The DNR requested that Arrow conduct an in- 
vestigation to see if the ground water has been 
contaminated and Arrow complied. Richard 
Myrick, Environmental Quality Analyst, said 
the case went before the DNR’s quality review 
board and the board asked that additional 
monitoring wells be drilled to check for ground 
water contamination. 

Myrick said a letter is being drafted detailing 
the exact steps that Arrow Uniform Rental needs 
to take. 

‘The problem is not a major one,’’ said Alford, 
‘‘but it is not small enough that we can say it is 
good enough.’ He said the levels of con- 
tamination are not considered high. 

_ Alford said environmental impact assessmen- 

ts are big business now and have saved people 

big bucks because so many people have gotten 

stuck with problems they were not anticipating. 
Four Mile Rd. Site 

A leaking elbow of a fill pipe to an underground 
storage tank was to blame for the spill at AJD 
Forest Products, Inc. on Four Mile Road. So far 
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the DNR said the contamination appears to be 
limited to the soil around the tank. 

AJD vice president and general manager Dave 
Stevenson said his company had the tank 
removed last summer along with 300 yards of 
soil that was taken to the landfill in Charlevoix. 
AJD Forest Products also hired Hunter/Keck, 
an environmental consulting firm. 

‘‘Based on their reports, we feel confident that 
the entire spill has been cleaned up," stated 
Stevenson. 

Four monitoring wells have been installed on 
the property and Stevenson said to date, no con- 
tamination has been detected. He said the wells 
are sampled twice annually and will continue to 
be sampled indefinitely. 

Landfill Site 

Soil and ground water contamination has been 
found at the Crawford/Otsego Landfill. District 
Supervisor Waste Management Division, 
Roscommon District, Virginia Pierce, said the 
DNR is in the process of evaluating whether the 
contamination is coming from the old site, closed 
in the 1970's or the site currently being used un- 
der the direction of the Crawford/Otsego Lan- 
dfill Authority. Pierce said she does not expect 
that the new lined cells are contributing to the 
problem, but prior to the landfill lining their 
cells, several unlined cells were filled. 

The DNR and the landfill authority have 
agreed that the following steps and timetable 
will be taken and adhered to for clean-up of the 
contamination. 

--the landfill will complete a hydrogeological 
study report by August, 1990, and submit an ac- 
ceptable remedial action plan that includes: 

an analyses of all plausible alternatives for 
remediating ground water, 

descriptions of alternatives the landfill 
recommends and the equipment and methods to 
achieve clean-up, 

date upon which complete application will be 
made for any permits necessary to complete the 
clean-up operation such as discharge permit, 

date when necessary equipment will be in- 
stalled, 

date remediation will begin. 

If the DNR approves the landfill’s remediation 
plan, implementation is to begin by October 1, 


1990. 
PRIORITY LIST TWO 
Beaver Creek Twp. Site 
Alford stated that for years Modular 


Engineering, a gas compression company and 
Dow Chemical utilized a waste pit in Beaver 
Creek Township which resulted in heavily con- 
taminated ground water. This pit is not longer in 
use. 

In an effort to clean the water, Dow installed 
the Aqua Detox system which involves purging 
the water by running it through an incinerator as 
a mist and then running it through air strippers 
and discharging it back into the ground water as 
cleaned-up water. 

Alford said the process will take about 5 to 10 
years to complete. 


James St. Site 
The contamination at Clair's Standard Service 
on James Street was first found by the station 
owner. 
Dale Melroy, owner, said the leaking un- 
derground storage tank was discovered when he 
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found water in the tank. He said as soon as he 
realized he may have a problem he notified his 
insurance company. Since then his pollution and 
clean-up insurance has paid more than $250,000 
in clean-up costs. 

“] think the DNR should do more about the 
station owners who have leaking tanks, but no 
insurance,’ said Melroy. ‘'They are the ones 
causing most of the problems and bad press."’ 

Clair’s remediation system purges, treats and 
discharges the clean water into the AuSable 
River via a storm sewer. Alford estimates that 
clean-up will take at least five years to complete. 

The leaking came from a hole in the bottom of 
the gasoline tank about the size of a nickel 
beneath the area where the measuring rod was 
dropped, thousands of times over the years, until! 
it finally forced a hole in the steel. 

‘‘Today, these tanks are built with a strike 
plate so that when the stick hits the bottom it is 
re-enforced,’’ he said. 

Hartwick Pines Site 

The last site on the list is Hartwick Pines State 
Park. Again the contamination came from a 
leaking underground storage tank that was 
removed as a routine measure and was found to 
be leaking. About 243 yards of contaminated soil 
was taken to Charlevoix. 

“Fhe cost to excavate, haul and dispose of one 
yard of soil can cost $75,"’ Alford stated. ‘‘One 
clean-up in Iosco County that we just finished in- 
volved 6,000 yards and the responsible party 
spent over $300,000 just removing the soil.”' 

A hydrogeologic evaluation was completed to: 
determine the extent of the plume, a system was 5 
designed to treat it and last summer the state; 
hired a contractor to install and operate the: 
system. . 

“Cost for this project ran $131,000 for the con: ° 
tract and just under $4,000 per month to operate 
it,"* Alford said. 

The Hartwick Pines spill is small and Alford 
credited prompt response for keeping the 
problem small. 

‘‘We discovered it, were fortunate enough to - 
have access to some funds, took all the soil out: 
we could get out, designed a system and got it 
going,’' he said, ‘‘all in less than one year.” 
Alford said this spill should be cleaned in about 
one year. 


Alford said the DNR has recently been given > 
authority to attach liens on property where they 
are spending money when the owners refuse, 
cannot afford or for any other reason do not take 
financial responsibility for causing con- 
tamination. 

‘‘We haven’t done that yet,’’ said Alford, ‘‘But _ 
we will be.”’ 

He said the DNR in conjunction with the State 
Police Fire Marshall also has the authority to 
pull leaking tanks, possibly causing the closure 
of businesses, because he said the DNR would 
not be replacing the pulled tanks with new ones. 

Again he said this has not been done in this 
district yet because most people have had their 
leaking tanks removed. 

“Tf they cannot afford to do more,’’ Alford 
said, ‘‘at least the source of the contamination is 
gone."’

The death of God in 
Jesus Christ is a 
historical fact and 
essential for us to know 
we have forgiveness of 
sins through faith in 
Him. The Jews were 
determined to assure 
the death and burlal of 
all those crucified that 
day to fulfill their laws. 
(Deuteronomy 21:22). 
“The Jews therefore,

regulations allowed by 
statute. For example, 
the Wildlife Conser- 
vation Act gives the 
Natural Resource 
Commission wide 
latitude in setting hun- 
ting seasons. This 
gives the commission 
the ability to change 
regulations in response 
to ever changing 
natural conditions, af- 
ter legislative review. 
At no time can the 
Natural Resource 
Commission go outside 
the limits set by the 
legislature. 

Finally, the Director 
of the Department of 
Natural Resources is 
empowered to issue 
orders relative to 
many aspects of the 
department's ac- 
tivities. Examples of 
Director’s Orders are 
those dealing with 
state lands (Deward 
Closure) and __ fish 
(Quality Fishing 
Regulations). Again, a 
Director’s Order must 
Stay within the letter 
and spirit of statute. 

All four of these 
sources have one thing 
in common: public in- 
put is welcome and 
hoped for during 
developmental! stages.

harm’s way, keep containers tight-lidded 
and immediately clean up any spills or 


leaks. 


During the winters, 
from 1870 0r so up until 
the end of world war 
two, there would have 
been a lot of very in- 
tense activity 
wherever logging 
operations were going 
on. In the early days, a 
majority of the power 
needed to move 
logging sleds was sup- 
plied by oxen that were 
replaced in large 
measure by horses af- 
ter the panic of 1873, 
which in turn were 
replaced by the cater- 
pillar type tractor. 

During the heyday of 
the horse in the woods, 
some really = spec- 
tacular toads of logs 
were moved often long 
distances by only two 
horses. The big 
problem was getting 
the load started, 
because during the 
process of loading the 
steel shoes on the sled, 
runners would often 
freeze fast in the snow. 
Even a_ good. well 
trained team couldn't 
start a load by pulling 
straight ahead. In- 
stead, an experienced 
teamster would pull 
the horses a few inches 
to one side. This would 


put tension on the 
tongue (pole as they 
called it) but not 


enough to break it. 

Then a quiet word 
from the  teamster 
would urge the horses 
into the collars, gently 
at first, then with more 
and more pressure.

would strain with no
